The News of 1937 and ‘1938 
frequently reported efforts of 
citizens in trying to do some- 
thing about the Pacific Electric 
tracks on Euclid avenue. There 
is a spur leading down the park- 
way from the P.E. mainline to 
Eighth street. 

Edward E. Gray, former city 
attorney, was the active leader 
in trying to get the spur re- 
moved for the sake of the ave- 
nue’s beauty. 

Some citizens, 13 years later, 
are also concerned about the 
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P.E. spur and the P.E. main- 
line.

Upland Schools | 
Record Slight 
Gain Over 1950 


Enrollment in Upland school. 
showed a slight increase’ ove 
last year, according to Harold W 
Cook, Upland schools’ superin 
ent. 

Total enrollment for all grades 
reached 1219 this year, compare 
with 1181 on the first dey las 
year. This was an increase o 
38. 

Upland _ elementary — school 
showed 78 fewer pupils enrollec 
than for the comparative open 
ing day of 1950. ‘Total first day 
enrollment was 670, as against 
748 for the preceding year. Kin 
garten enrolled 102, and grades 
one through six enrolled 568, 
compared with 100 and 648, re 
spectively, tor 1950. 

Upland junior high school en 
rollment increased seven, to 291 
from 284 for last year. This in- 
cluded 96 enrolled in the sev- 
enth grade, 90 in fne eighth 
grade, and 105 in the ninth, com. 
pared wh 1950 totals of 92, 109, 
and 83 for the three grades. 

Biggest jump was in the Sierra 
Vista school, which more than 
doubled the number of pupils 
which enrolled on the first day 
last year. Total number of first 
day registrants was 258, an in- 
crease of 154 over last year’s 104 
pupils. 

‘Kindergarten ‘enroliment 
37 compared with 17 for 1950. 
Grades one through five enrolled 
221, compared to 87 for the prior 
year. 

Total first day enrotiments “and 
the 1950 comparisons are: kin- 
jdergarten, i139, 117; eféméntary, 
975, 981; less the ninth 
1114, 1098; all Upland 
1219, 1181.

Henry Kaiser’s Vision Will 
Keep on Changing This Area 


Henry J. Kaiser is going to keep on expanding at the Kaiser 
Steel Co. 

He is a man of vision, no one can doubt that. The mill 
has been very successful, if we can believe the financial records 
and the production reports. 

The west needs far more metallic production than it is 
getting. It needs more tin plate and many other things. And 
so Mr. Kaiser, the dynamic industrialist, has his engineers 
busy over the planning boards. A current expansion program 
is costing 241/, million dollars—and he pointed to the large 
area available for further development. 

As one exampls of the great need, he pointed to the west’s 
use of tin cans. The canning industry of the nation is cen- 
tered here, yet only 28 per cent of the tinplate required is pro- 
duced in the west. And so Mr. Kaiser is building a tin plate 
mill that will produce 200,000 tons of tin plate annually. This 
will fill only a fraction of the demand. 

Mills of the west are falling short by a million tons annually 
of producing enough steel. 

These figures spur on Mr. Kaiser. Ambitious and moved 
by that driving force to accomplish great things, he is setting 
new goals. 

Some observers predicted calamity for Mr. Kaiser's mill 
with close of the war. And so his accomplishments are amaz- 
ing to many people. 

We can go along with Mr. Kaiser’s forecast. Where he 
employes 5000 now it is likely 10,000 people will be employed 
a few years hence. 

Only a few other industrial plants are now near the Kaiser 
mill site. Countless others will be in that area within a few 
years. 

Mr. Kaiser has given a solid start to establishing an indus- 
trial empire eight miles from Upland.
